TFamily Allowance Plan| 


: To Aid Rural People 


A survey shows that farm famil- 
ies will benefit to a large extent 
from the family allowance plan. 
The average payment per child is 
about $6.25 a month and the 


cheques will be issued from Ottawa |’ 


to heads of families. The family 
aliowance plan was proposed by 
Cc p. McTagiue, national chairman 
of the: Progressive Conservatiy 
patty, when he was chairman of 
the National War Labor Board, He 
called it a social measure designed 
to aid those whose status required 
such assistance. 

But John Bracken, National Pro- 
gressive Conservative Leader, is 
opposed ,to the plan which he calls 
a “political bribe.”. Instead, he pro- 
posed higher wages for lower paid 
industrial workers and smaller in- 
come taxes on low-range earnings. 

“The government has so far main- 
tained thé. ceiling on all wages, 
because to increase lower-range 
factory pay would bring on tremen 
dous pressure for higher rates for 
those receiving higher salaries. 
This would increase costs to farm- 
ers and other consumers. Instead 
it is increasing purchasing power 
and improving the standard of 
living by the family allowance pro- 
gram. Brooke Claxton, M.P., par- 
liamentary assistant to Prime Mini- 
ster King, calls the plan “the most 
daring single social and economic 
measure ever put forward in’ a 
democracy to increase the consum- 
ing and purchasing power of the 
wholé community.” 


BUDGET ELIMINATES 
COMPULSORY SAVINGS PLAN 

Another. budget feature is elimi- 
nation of the compulsory savings 
plan. This will give relief to many 
taxpayers in the low and moderate 
income groups. Few men making 
big sakaries will benefit because 
their voluntary savings in insurance 
etc., are as a rule greater than the 
davitiate tax amount, 

Most high-salaried men have been 
paying no savings tax because of 
large allowances for voluntary sav- 
ings and will therefore not gain my 
the budget change. 

One of the most important budget 
statements was that of the Finance 
Minister that in discussions with 
other countries Canada has ‘ 
sed vigorously for unshackling of 
world trade.” World tariff sade! 
tions will not only keep farm pro- 
duction costs down but will help 
to maintain prices for agricultural | 
products by opening up big export 
markets for Canadian produce. 


Important Report Of 
Medical Health Ofticer 


To the Citizens of Wainwright: 

Owing to the large number of 
soldiers’ families, who are making 
temporary homes in Wainwright, 
the housing situation is critical. To 
meet this situation buildings of all 
types have been erected, remodeled 
or hauled in from the country and 
offered for rent, In many cases, 
little or no provision has _ been 
made to comply. with sanitary reg- 
ulations, 

To comply with these regulations 
a building used as a dwelling, 
should be clean, weather proof and 
have adequate water supply avail- 
able. Approved toilet accomodation 
must be provided and this toilet 
should be at least twenty feet from 
the dwelling. Proper provision 
must be made for the disposal of 
house refuse. Combustible material 
should be burnt, incombustible 
and excess refuse should be kept 
in fly proof containers to be col- 
lected by the scavenger. 

It is the responsibility of the 
landlord to see that these sanitary 
regulations are complied with and 
the duty of every citizen whether 
owner or renter, to see that the 


premises and adjoining lane are} 


kept in a sanitary condition, Dur- 
ing the summer months, many of 
the lanes, with their piles of rot- 
ting kitchen refuse, are breeding 
places for flies and a menace to 
the whole community. 
* Keep your premises in a sanitary 
condition and prevent the spread 
of disease.

Each year, the toll of death from 
carbon motioxide could be greatly 
reduced by exercising~ particular 
care. The necessity of keeping a 
window open when strarting up the

car, of having the garage doors 
open to allow the entry of fresh air 
when the car engine is being warm 
ed up, are fundamental in taking 
proper precautions. 

There is need of warning young 
people of carbon monoxide dangers 
Some accidents have been ascribed 
to lack of information’ concerning 
the dread effects of the poisonous 
fumes. 

With the approach of the fall sea- 
son, it is necessary to ‘be more 
alert than at any time in the year. 

Keep the car in proper operat- 
ing condition, see that it is fully 
and efficiently checked at regular 
intervals and a long step, will have 
been taken to. ward off carbon, 
monoxide.

Edmonton—Dealers fand private 
sellers of used passenger cars are 
urged to contact nearly offices of 
the Wartime Prices “and Trade 
Board to obtain full information 
governing sales, and proper forms 
to fill out and file with the Board. 
Local offices of the “Board In 
Alberta are located in Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicin ‘Hat, 
Red Deer and G any Prairie. 
Forms must be filed With the Board 
within four days of the transaction. 

Salient features of the amended 
Board regulations applied to sales 


tagging of all used cars held by! 
dealers, and a detailed report of | 
each sale. Price tags must state the | 
make, model, model year, serial | 
number, accessories (including 
spare tire and tube), and the pro- 
posed selling price of the car. 

Selling prices of used cars re-j| 
main the same as under the old 
order. A reduction from the max!- 
mum price must be made on_ the 
car’s condition at the time of sale, 
and trade-in allowance must be 
reasonable and just. 

Any individual advertising a used 
car for sale must state full 
iculars including name, address, a 
full description of the car and the 
proposed selling price. A. private 
individual selling a used car may 
not insist on a trade in, 

Any person selling a used car 
must fill out a statement in tripli- 
cate. Copies will be retained by the 
buyer, the seller, and the third 
copy filed with the Board.

Crop Report No. 7 


Crops in the Prairie Provinces 
continue to make rapid progfess 


‘with practically all grains headed 


and commencing to fill. 
Conditions generally are favour- 
able excepting in the southern, 
east-central and Peace River dis- 
tricts of Alberta and the southwest- 
ern and west-central districts of 
Saskatchewan, where moisture has 
been inadequate. In Manitoba the 
moisture supply is, on the whole, 
adequate to see the crops through 
to maturity, but in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan further precipjta- 
tion is required soon in some dis- 
tricts to maintain present pros- 
pects. Damage from pests and hail 
has been slight. * 


In Alberta crop prospects vary 
from good in. the northern and 
west-central areas to fair to poor 
in the southern, east-central and 
Peace River districts. In the latter 
districts further deterioration is 
occurring owing to moisture de- 
ficiency. Wheat is practically all 
headed, Production.of. coarse grains 
will be lower than last year on a 
reduced acreage and less favour- 
able growing conditions, 


Crop conditions in Saskatchewan 
are generally favourable but fur- 
ther rains are required in some 
areas to maintain present promis- 
ing prospects, Progress is rapid 
and apart from southwestern and 
west-central districts, where dry 
areas have developed, and yields 
will be poor, stands are thick and 
grains are heading well. Weeds are 
troublesome in some areas, Da- 
mage from pests and hail is small. 


Manitoba prospects continue pro- 
mising, with sufficient moisture in 
most districts to see crops through 
to maturity. Practically all grains 
are headed and are filling well. 
Stands are heavy and while there 
has been some lodging, it is not 
serious to date.

Returned Men 


In the all important question of 
rehabilitation for men returned 
from active service overseas, the 
section of it dealing with land 
settlement may be regarded as one 
of ‘the most, if not quite the most, 
important, 

In a discussion of the Veterans’ 
Land Act this week with Mr, H. 
Allam, District Superintendent of 
the Soldier Settlement of Canada 
and The Veterans’ Land Act in Ed- 
monton, it was learned that the 
purchase of lands for returned 
men’s rehabilitation 


was now 
under way. 
Land so acquired, Mr. Alam 


stated, must possess, first-class soil 
and must be in suitable districts. 
The purchases may refer to improv 
ed farms, to land under cultiva- 
tion without buildings or to virgin 
Innd, which was regarded favour- 
ably asa result of soil surveys 
made, and was accessible to mar; 
kets. The land thus secured by: the 
‘Dofhinion Government would then 
be reserved for settlement by re- 
turned men after demobolization, 


Emphasis was laid on the fact 
that ex-service. men may make se- 
lections from such parcels of lands 
or, on the other hand, if they so 
desired, a choice made by them- 
selves elsewhere would be secured 
for them, if such choice was suit- 
able.upon appraisal. 


With a view to the whole scheme 
retaining a complete impartiality 
and absence of discrimination as 
one of its objectives, arrangements 
are being made so that choice loca- 
tions of land, will be available on 
an equal basis to all, that is to say 
the men returning last as much as 
to the earlier arrivals. 


It was pointed out by Mr. Allam 
that a father wishing to have pur- 
chased for his son-on active service 
overseas a land site, that he thought 
would be favourable, would be in 
order. The purchase could be made 
and the son’s name associated with 
that particular parcel. This was, 
however, no compulsion for the 
son: on his arrival home to take it. 
If the site he wanted should be 
elsewhere the adjustment could be 
made. 

The Government of Alberta is- 
| sued a statement:recently that it 
was prepared to grant to returned 
servicemen, for the purpose of 
land rehabilitation, agricultural 
leases on the following terms :— 

(a) A half section of selected 
jrown Lands for each man, _ for 
Which there would be no rent or 
taxes for the first three years; 

(b) An overall annual rental of 
one eighth of the crop, if the yield 
exceeded five bushéls per acre, for 
the next seven years; 

(c) Free title to the land would 
then be given to the veteran for the

At a later date, an Order-in-Coun 
cil gave to the Alberta Government 
the following authority :—To with. 
draw all lands within the Peace 
River Land Agency where _ inten- 
sive soil classification is being per- 
formed, except for disposition of 
grazing, hay and timber permits. 
An important clause in relationship 
to this was covered by the question 
of intensive soil surveys which 
would lead to a selection of only 
those lands for rehabilitation pur- 
poses which would be considered 
suitable for settlement, 

The Alberta Government has ex- 
pressed its willingness to turn over 
to the Dominion Government all 
the available Provincial Crown 
Lands in the above mentioned 
Peace River area for purposes of 
land rehabilitation for returned 
servicemen, 


By an amendment to the Pro- 
vincial Lands Act at the 1944 Alber- 
ta Session, the Alberta Government 
is authorized to sell to the Domin- 
ion Government all available lands 
in the province for the same pur- 
pose, proceeds of sales to be paid 
into the School Fund, which would 
happen in any case if the school 
lands were sold in the ordinary 
way by auction. 


Will Register Children 


For Allowances 


-OTTAWA—Without — opposition 
or fofmal vote the Commons last 
week gave third and final reading 
to the family allowance bill. It 
now goes to the Senate for con- 
sideration. 

The members spent au of the 
day discussing the measure clause 
by clause in committee of the 
whole. It provides for payment of 
allowances on account of every 
child in Canada under the age of 16 
and is to come into effect July 1, 
1945. 

In the meantime, machinery for. 
administration will be set up. A 
local office will be opened in: each 
province and a_ registration of 
children eligible for the allowances 
will be started. 

Production of birth certificates 
for all children for whose benefit 
allowances are claimed will be re- 
quired eventually. 

It may not be possible to have 
more than 3,000,000 birth certi- 
ficates by the time the allowances 
start, however, and some leeway 
will likely be needed. The local 
administrative offices will prob- 
ably be opened about the beginning 
of 1945. 


OVERSEAS 


Ray Mackness is a name that 
should be on the cornerstone of 
Canadian radio.

Some Thoughts On 


London’s New Blitz || 


By R .P. MacLean 

While the current London blitz 
is not to be compared with that 
of 1940, it cannot be lightly laugh- 
ed off. [t is true that only about 
two hundred planes cross the 
coast and about half that number 
reach the city. It is true, too, that 
the raids are of the “scalded cat” 
variety with the planes streaking 
across the city, dropping their 
bomb loads indiscriminately and 
heading homewards. This enables 
the people to oblain almost a full 
night’s sleep, It is true that these 
raids-are not and cannot seriously 
affect the war effort. 

But, nevertheless, the people of 
London do not like them, It must 
be -remembered that Londoners 
have been in the real front line of 
the war for five years now. Five 
years of blackout is an unpleasant 

; thing and five years of war is 
bound to tire any people. And the 
people of London are tired. 

They had. hoped, too, that the 
raids were over and now they find 
that this is not so.. As one may 
expressed it: “It is like going to a 
dentist after having been badly 
hurt the first time. You just do not 
like it.” 

The raids have served two use- 
ful purposes.’ First they have 
inade it plain .to the people of 
Britain that the time has not yet

And the raids have 
served to show many thousands of 
Americans a little of what the 
British people endured while they 
stood alone in the world with their 
face to the enemy.

slight. On the other hand, the bomb 
ing has appeared, to be haphazard 
and based upon no considered plan 
while imitation of methods and 
devices employed by the RAF has 
been rudimentary. 

As in other fields Germany has 
been compelled to call upon sparse 
and precious reserves in: otder to 
resume this form'of warfare which 
she was for so long forced to lay 
aside. Wheh the reserves appear. in 
a victorious battle it is an evil 
moment for the adversary. When, 
however, they are thrown in a 
futile effort to ward off defeat, that 
adversary will note their presence 
with a certain grim satisfaction 
and accept with clenched teeth 
such losses as they may inflict upon 
him, Such is the situation today. 
It is not to be expected that there 
will be an immediate cessation of 
this assault, The losses inflicted 
upon the raiders in proportion to 
the forces they have employed has 
been appreciable, but they have not 
been great enough to check him if 
he remains intent upon his design. 
He is, therefore, likely to go on 
striking in this manner. He may 
even, as Prime Minister Churchill 
has warned, put inte operation 
other methods of aerial attack, But 
the British people wil! face him 
with resolution, and, since this is 
so, he has.not the remotest chance 
of affecting the course of the war 
or of modifying his own doom by 
his present methods. On the con- 
trary, the latest attacx on London 
is a timely summons to the British 
people in this fifth year of war fo 
play their part in tne decisive 
struggle which still lies ahead, It 
does not.alter the | nature 
struggle; it adds little or no weight 
: to the enemy's high-tipped scale.

* Poultry producers in Alberta will 
be called upon to ship 250,000 
pounds of fowl, three pounds or 
better dressed, to the United States 
Government for army use, Frank J. 

Heffernan, President of the Alberta 

Poultry Federation announced to- 

day. The order has been placed 

through the Special Products Board 

at Ottawa. Only fowl that will dress 

out to grades A or B are acceptable 

to the order. 

In- order to take advantage of 
this situation, farmers should cull 
their old hens immediately, Mr. 
Heffernan declared. All birds that 
are well fleshed and fattened and 
have a straight’breast -bone and 
weighing not less than four pounds 
live weight should be shipped to 
the nearest poultry receiving sta- 
tion without delay. 

This order is open only until 
August 5 and farmers wishing to 
take advantage of it must get their 
fowl into the receiving centres by 
that date, Mr. Heffernan stated.-He 
added that future orders are very 
indefinite and will depend largely 
upon the success of filling the pre- 
sent order which has to be shipped 
in time to make export sea board 
connections on stipulated dates. 

“This is a golden opportunity to 
get out of ‘the province. 250,000 
pounds of fowl which’ might not 
otherwise reach the export market. 
It will redace the possibility. of con 
gestion on the market in the future” 
Mr. Heffernan declared. “It is es- 
timated that Alberta will have a 
marketable surplus ' of - 10,000,000 
pounds of all kinds of ‘poultry in 
1944. In order to handle this tre- 
mendous volume of poultry, the pro 
ducers will have to assume the 
the proper selection and finishing 
of poultry on the farms because the 
dealers have not sufficient facili- 
ties for finishing all these birds. 
Valuable storage space is already 
occupied with large quantities of 
unsaleable low-grade poultry from 
last year and there is no market 
any hind. I therefore, urge pro- 
ducers to co-operate in filling this 
immediate order and to make well 
to, finish their 


poultry on the farms this season,” 
Mr, Heffernan concluded.

A FEARED SHORTAGE OF )COAL 


All those who have to dd with 
coal in Canada, including the 
Government Coal Controllers, have 
warned us that there will probably 
be a shortage of coal this coming 
winter. 

If it is uncomfortable to live in a 
cold home in the city, it is still 
more uncomfortable to live in a 
cold home on these bleak prairies. 
We are told, however, that coal 
users, themselves can help to alle- 
viate the coal situation by taking 
delivery of a good deal of their 
winter supply of coal this summer, 
preferably now. 


Elevator Companies maintain 
coal sheds at most country points. 
If farmers take delivery of their 
coal now, these coal sheds would 
soon be emptied and new supplies 
can be rushed in to fill them, This 
would empty the storage places on 
the mines, and the operators, there 
fore, could proceed with more coal 
digging this summer while labour 
is available, and when the rail- 
roads can.make easier, quicker and 
more certain deliveries than they 
can during the cold freezing winter 
months, I venture to suggest, there- 
fore, to all farmers, that those who 
will need coal this coming winter 
should strain every effort to haul 
as much of their requirements as 
possible now during these summer 
months. yf
